F. A. Henderson Returns From Jaysee Meet|Frolic To Promote 


Reports “Attendance 
Very Disappointing 


Only 75 Jaysees Send Men 
To Convention 


Frank A. Henderson, city super- 
intendent of schools, who _ returned 
from the annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Association of junior colleges in 
Columbus, Ohio, this week has written 
a short account of the meeting for 
El Don readers. 

The editors are presenting it here:

The Fourteenth Annual meeting 
of the American Association of Jun- 
ior Colleges was held in Columbus, 
Ohio, February 23 and 24. It was our 
privilege to attend this meeting. 

The attendance was very disap- 


pointing, though California had more 
than her quota of the total. Of the 
more than five hundred junior  col- 
leges in the entire land less than 
seventy-five were represented, and 
half of these were private junior col- 
Iges, largely of the commercial type. 

The most stimulating discussion of 
the convention was the presentation 
of three view points; that of Chicago 
University where the junior college is 
preempting the position formerly held 
by the classical school, and junior 
and senior college years are being ab- 
sorbed in the professional school; 
that of Minnesota University where 
the merger with the upper high school 
is aggressively opposed; and that of 
Indiana University where admission 
to junior college is very easy and 
where course elections are almost un- 
restricted. Indiana University admits 
some students who are not even high 
school graduates, admission to courses 
is not upon prerequisites, but upon 
the consent o fthe faculties, and the 
results reported give college adminis- 
trators much to consider. The results 
of the experiment being carried on in 
these three universities will be watch- 
ed with great interest. 

California holds an envied position 
both in th enumber of her junior col- 
leges and in the method of their 
financial support.

Coincident with the anniversary of 
the daily newspaper comes the an- 
nouncement from one of the largest 
confectioners in the United States 
that his company plans returning the 
bulk of its advertising to the news- 
papers because “the newspapers keep 
closer step with public buying’ than 
any other medium. 

When radio came to be an estab- 
lished factor in the home, millions of 
dollars worth of advertising was 
taken from the newspapers and given 
to the radio. But after three years of 
lavish radio advertising, the execu- 
tives of a great tobacco concern turn- 
ed back their business to the news- 
papers.
